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Sugar Factory 

Finishes Campaign

After a run of 112 days 
where new records in tons slie 
ed have frequently been made, 
the local Factory finished the 
last of the beets in the early 
hours of Thursday, handling 
about 16o thousand tons in the 
tjeriod. There were a few heated 
beets that had to be thrown 
away, and after the good beets 
had all been worked these spoil 
ed beets were put through the 
cosette machines, and then out 
to the pul n silo to add to the 
volume of pulp. Considering the 
volume of beets handled the 
loss this year was very small. 

The close of the campaign is 
going to see a pall of quietness 
settle over the factory, which 
we all hate to see come, despite 
th fact that we know it must 
come. To many of the laborers 
who have been working there, 
it means the cessation of gain¬ 
ful labor until spring work com 
mepces. The skeleton crew 
which is always maintained, 
will commence the annual over¬ 
haul after they have had a few 
days breathing spell. 

The past year will be written 
into the records as the most 
succesful year for beet culture 
that Southern Alberta has ever 
had 165 days without frost and 
the beets still growing until 
November whan we had our 
first killing frost. While it re¬ 
sulted in a lower sugar content, 
bringing this down to about 
16.5, it added greatly to the 
tonnage. 

And as the men say good-bye 
to the stations they have cared 
for during the run, interest 
will turn now to the feeding 
operations, which represents 
winter employment for a great 
many. There are about 4,000 
cattle and 40,000 lambs on feed 
in this district and from 8a.m. 
until the pulp silo is locked at 
4:30 teams and trucks are 
there getting the daily ration 
of puln and molasses for this 
stock. The molasses, this yeai, 
Is poured over the pulp while 
the load stands on the scale. 
The pulp is weighed, then the 
pump started and the molasses 
poured on. the total load weigh 
ed again, and the load leaves, 
already to be shovelled oft. 
with these two ingredients all 
mixed for the stock. It makes 
a sticky and decidedly unwel¬ 
come smell, but stock likes it, 
it seems to be good for them. 
And so the v get it. The silo is 
pearly full of pulp, but to pre\ 
ant a shortage when finishing 
time comes for the stock, rat¬ 
ioning will likely be started 
Apon and the supply thus con¬ 
trolled for the feeding season.

LARGE DISTRICT 


Our local School Board met 

Mftgrath last Thursday night 
With the School Boards ol 
Cftrdston and Magrath, to dis- 
ppsp the proposal of the Min- 
jter pf Education, that these 
three school districts, viz. C&r- 
dutop, Magrath and Raymond, 
Join with the big St. Mary's 
School District under the one 
board of management. 

The three Boards were solid¬ 
ly against the proposal, and in 
gteqd suggested that each one 
fopm itself into a Consolidated 
district, got back some of the 
land that had been put into 
Other districts, enlarge curric- 
ulums and staffs where necess¬ 
ary, and give the people of 
Southern Alberta the benefit 
of the buildings and equipment 
now available for higher educ¬ 
ation and at the same time 
work for a lower school tax. 
We understand this matter has 
been referred to the Depart¬ 
ment of Education for its con¬ 
sideration.

For many years ‘Uncle’ Jesse 
Knight was a foremost figure 
in this region of the west, and 
he made tremendous contribut¬ 
ions, in, the founding of indust¬ 
ries, opening of mines and div¬ 
erse ways, to the building of 
the state to which he came in 
1850 with his widowed mother, 
his father having died during 
the migration westward. 

Hi s son, J. William knight, 
has in his just published book 
“The Jesse Knight Family,” 
chronicled in simple, straight¬ 
forward manner, the family his 
tory, beginning with Newel 
Knight the grandfather, who 
was born in Vermont but grew 
to manhood in the New York 
region that gave birth to the 
L.D.S. faith. He embraced Mor- 
monism in his youth, and in 
Kirtland married Lydia Gold- 
thw'aite who was Jesse’s moth¬ 
er. 

Jesse Knight, born in Nauvoo 
was but a small boy when the 
widowed Lydia finally reached 
Utah, leaving Newel on the 
Niobrara. By instinct as well as 
experience Jesse was a pioneer, 
and in those early years knew 
all the hardships Q f pioneering, 
as a boy of 15 doing the ardu¬ 
ous, often hazardous, work of 
a man. After his marriage, at 
24, he began a ranching busin¬ 
ess, which prospered, but the 
great wealth he acquired came 
from the mines lie developed— 
the Humbug. Uncle Sam, Col¬ 
orado, Iron Blossom and other 
properties in Utah and else¬ 
where—and the industrial en¬ 
terprise, he fostered. 

In the handling of his great 
wealth “Uncle” Jesse felt him¬ 
self no more than a trusted 
steward believing lie had been 
led to hi, mining discoveries 
for the aid of his people. A man 
of faith he believed he had a 
mandate from Heaven to carry 
on hir, ventures. 

His interests were broad, lie 
was A man of large aff airs. Not 
all of the industries lie founded 
paid, yet Jesse Knight gave 
good account of his steward¬ 
ship. So important were his 
contributions, he has been call¬ 
ed “the father of Brigham 
Young University;” and one 
of the interesting stories his 
• on tells i s how once he “saved 
the credit of the church.” 

Mr. Knight includes brief bio¬ 
graphical sketches of various 
members of the Knight fam¬ 
ily, and the book as a whole is 
one to gain wide interest.

E astern Canada's Kreatest win¬ 
ter playground is a thinly 
populated stretch of mountainous 
country north of Montreal which 
has facilities for ski-ing nurpasE- 
ing anything found east of the 
Canadian Rockies. This section 
of the Laurentian Mountains, 
stretching out for miles on both 
sides of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway line between Shawbridge

Germination Teete 
At the annual meetings of the 
Manitoba Agronomists, the Plant 
Disease Cqmqilttee reported that 
there is a tendency fqf wheat samples 
collected in Manitoba to fpppjnate 
poorly. (The same may be true in 
parts of Baskatchewan and Alberta), 
It was recommended that farmers 
should Increase the rate of feeding 
next spring. There could be no better 
evidence of the wisdom of having 
germination tests made. Any grain 
buyer of a line elevator company 
associated with the Agricultural De¬ 
partment will be glad to send your 
seed samples in to US for testing.

Bushels in a Bln 
Eight weeks ago we described a 
method for calculating the number 
of bushels in farm granaries or bins. 
We stated that in order to convert 
cubic feet to measured bushete It was 
only necessary to multiply by OJ. 
The correct factor is actually 0.78, 
We rounded off the figure deliber¬ 
ately, partly to simplify calculation 
and partly because in wooden bins 
the bulging of the walls due to pres¬ 
sure of the grain will largely canosl 
the error involved In using the factor 
0.8. In round metal bins or wooden 
bins so well braced and tied that 
bulging is very slight, the factor 
0.78 should be used.
